third week of its life just 
ended. 
_ Its first showdown with - the 
Committcé of Ministers during 
the opening days has proved to 
have been invaluable, . The Com- 
mittce might so easily, fs several 
of its Ministers, encournged by 
Mr, Bevin, wished it to do, have 
stuck to its bossy slogan of “Find 
out what the Assembly wants to 
talk about and tell it not to.” 


Valuable Debate 


As it was, the Assembly began 
proceedings with a two-day de- 
bate on the gencral question of 
implementing the desire for clo- 
ser European unity, a subject 
which had not been Included in 
the very mingy ration originally 
doled out to It by the Ministers. 

If this debate Jacked the “cut 
and thrust” which Mr. Morrlson, 
elalms_ ho would Ilke to sce more 
of at Strasbourg it was. neverthe- 
less valuable and served to aceen- 
tunte the remarkable reversal of 
roles which has occurred in Buro- 
polities, and in particular in Bri- 
tish polithes.

Morrision Behind 


Still, we should be fair to Mr. 
Morrison, Like the rest of Europe, 
he has come a tong way in a year, 
The trouble is that he started so 
far behind everybody else. 

Witness the fact that at oa re- 
ception in Strasbourg he could 
find no more cheerful way of 
bringing a long survey of Euro- 
penn developments to conclusion 
than by the reflection that a war 
between England and.France was 
unthinkable. 

Nevertheless, it is- something 
that Mr. Morrison is here with his 
eollengues. Mr. Bevin. and he 
has already given up hope of 
secing this Assembly prorogued or 
dissolved and seem welcomely re- 
signed to working with it.

For all these developmehts we 
must be grateful, though our gra- 
titude would best be reserved for 
those who have exerted tho pres- 
sure father than for those who 
have found themselves unable to 
resist it.

: Tory ‘Proposals 

The 10 conerete proposals noc- 
tioned by the Assembly, put for- 
ward on behalf of British Tory 
representatives by Mr. Harold 
Macmillan inthe most eloquent 
and comprehensive speech of last 
week's Iscussions, stand a good 
chance of reception. 

But the course of the general 
debate made it clear that no pro- 
gress rapid enough for the march 
of events will take place unless 
there is greater readiness to face 
the short-term sacrifices which an 
abrogation or pooling of national 
sovercignty, with all its long-term 
advantages, must inevitably bring 
in Ita train. : 

That is why the acceptance of 
a Convention of jioman Rights 
is important as being the first step 
towards acceptance by a member- 
nation of such an abrogation. But 
in this sphere Britain, with her 
tradition of civil ilberties, has 
Uttle sacrifice to make. 

It is when the question is moot- 
ed of losing sovereignty in the 
political and more particularly the 
economic sphere that any British 
spokesman must tread warily, 

British Soclatists have dwelt 
with emphasis on the-need for 
acting only by “Democratic con- 
sent.” Mr. Morrison certainly 
made it pretty plain that he 
would not agree to anything at 
Strasbourg which might lose votes 
at the general election. 

Other Socialist representatlves 
have, with some justificntion, it 
must be said, pointed out the in- 
consistencies between the radical 
proposals made by British Tories 
here and - Mr, Churchill’s assur- 
ance at Wolverhampton recently 
that his party placed the Home 
Market first, the Empire second, 
and the rest nowhere. 


Shirking The Issue 


The Conservatives must indeed 
seriously attempt to fit their Euro- 
peanism into their domestic policy. 
Otherwise they will rightly be ac- 
cused of shirkIing the issue, as 
they have shirked most of the 
hard truths and the hard sayings 
in concocting that piece of fly- 
blown Woolton waffle which they 
are at present serving up as thele 
election literature. 

For it ia clear that, valuable as 
Is all the work that the Assembly 
is about to embark on, it is in the 
economic sphere that greater unity 
in Europe is most urgently re- 
quired.

The Kremlin will-not allow 
a United Nations Commission 
to enter the Sovict Union to 
investigate forced Jabour 
camps. Is is then possible to 
‘ascertain the truth about them? 


Very few of the inmates of the 
camps were able to leave them 
alive. Still less were they able 
to find a way out of Sovict Rus- 
sla. ‘ 


The task of discovering the 
truth would have been insoluble 
but for the treaty of July 30, 
1041, signed by Stalin and Sikor- 
ski. This opened the door.of 
some forced Jabour camps in So- 
viet Russia for, a number of 
Poles, some of whom now live In 
Great Ge . jnhatt ‘ a 
‘SSase.than. one and a- mil- 
Tion Poles were arrested by the 
Russians at the end of the Potish- 
German campaign iu September, 
1930, They were inhabitants of 
the territory assigned to Russia 
hy the Ribbentrop- Molotov treaty 
on the partition of Poland, They 
represented the politically ur so- 
clally -active elements of | that 
part of the country, 


Tried 


+ Among them were — professors 
and workers, soldiers and priests, 
women and children. A few of 
them were put into prison and 
threatened with public trials 
Others — tho aged and children 
—~ were deported tor Siberia, 
theoretically as free people, In 
fact, however, they were looked 
upon ag suspects doomed to live 
and work under orders Issued by 
the dread police of NKVD. 

The majority were tried by 
special courts In their absence. 
These courts were ‘created in 
1937 for the sole purpose of muk- 
ing practical use ‘of all “political 
enemies” of the regime. Called 
“Trojka,” these “courts” contain- 
ed three members of the NKVD. 
They had and still have the right 
to sentence any person to forced 
labour up to elght years, The 
conditions prevalling at these

The commandants of the camps 
are compelled to sce that the 
plan is . carried out; should 
he show any lack of energy 
he is labelled a saboteur 
and becomes an inmate of the 
camp himself. . 

On the basis of this plan the 
commandant has to work aut the 
“norm for every labourer and 
these norms ore immense. 

For example, cach .worker in 
the forest has fo cut down and 
saw up nine cubic metres of time 
ber, or load on to sledges 24 
cuble metres of timber daily; an 
agricultural worker has to dig up 
600 square metres of potatoes ao 
day; a ‘coffin maker has to make 
three coffins a day — these are 
very much in demand, ” 

The amount of food to wor- 
kers depends on thelr work. One 
who has done 35 to 50 par’ cent. 
of the norm receives dally 400 
krammes of bread and one plate 
of soup without any fat, Those 
who complete 50 to 80 per cent 
of thelr task receive 800 grammes 
of breact nnd soup three times 
daily. The Stakhanov—one who 
accomplishes 80 to 100 per cent. 
of the norm or more — receives 
in uddiftion some fish. Those 
who do not reach even 25 per 
cent, are treated. aa saboteurs, 
put Into Isolation and recelve 
only 300 grammes of brend daily, 

In severe atmospherle condi- 
Uons workers are compelled to 
work 12 to 14 hours dally, Many 
are unable to stand ‘It for long, 
particularly as their clothing is 
insuffictent and their feet are 
often clad only in rags. Health 
deteriorates rapidly under these 
conditions, 

The Russlans do not klil their 
political enemics as the Germans 
did, They try to make theebest 
use of them In the shortest poss 
ble time and in the cheapest way. 
Thus they try to fulfil their am- 
bitlous two, four and five years 
plans.

The Windmill, the little 
theatre off Piccadilly.Circus 
where non-stop review has 
flourished for 18 years and at- 
tracted more than five-and-a- 
half million people, is still 
one of London's most popular 


houses of entertainment. 

Most tourists to London—parti- 
cularly -Americans—include it in 
their ‘sight-seeing programme, 
chiefly because of the theatre's 
proud claim “We Never Closed,” 
gained because it was the only 
West.End show to remain open 
throughout the whole of World 
War IL no matter how bad the 
blitz. : 

Revudeville, as the Windmill’s 
non-stop show is called, may not 
be up to top West End standards; 
it may fall short In certain ns- 
pects, but it certainly stands 
atone as a public medium for the 
presentation of artistic displays 
of. partinl and. complete -nudity. 
The nude poses ore given with 
the same ortistle taste practised 
daily In Grecian draperies by 
the puplls of hundreds‘ of British 
ballet and dancing classes. 

One reason why the, nudes in 
the show remfdin — stationary is 
because the Lord Chamberlain's 
department forbids them to move. 
In other words, and as Ronald 
Frankau, the enteriaincr of BBC 
fame, put it in a ditty: “If you 
stand «still it's art, but !f you 
move {t's rude.” : 

Outside the theatre is a plaque 
commemorating the historic fact 
that despite the intensity of the 
German air raids during the 
war the show never stopped 
On, September 7, 1940, there 
were 42 theatres running in the 
West End and by September 15 
of the same year—at the helght 
of the blitz—only one remained 
open—the Windmill. * 


Canteen Courtship

Nobody, not even those 
who were lucky enough to leave 
Russia os free men, knows what 
has become of pcople sent to 
these regions, 


. In order to collect the facts I 
have mentloned I interviewed 
two scores of Poles who had been 
in forced labour ‘camps, I read 
some 200 statements kept at the 
archives of the Polish  Assocla- 
tion of Former Political Prison- 
ers in Sovict Russia. 

The story they tell is very 
grim indeed, and seems to form 
a solid basis for the charges 
brought against the Soviet by the 
British Government. :

Once A Flop 


Way back in the carly "“thir- 
ty's" during the slump in the 
Varicty world owing to the ad- 
vent of “talkies”, Mrs. Laura 
Henderson owner of the Wind- 
mill, together with -her gencral 
manager, ,Vivlan Von Damm, 
inaugurated in February, 1932, a 
new type of entertainment--Non- 
Stop Varicty—to give employ- 
ment to members of the hard-hit 
variety profession. 


Attacked by the crities’ and 
dgnored by the public, the theatre 
lost money and failed to pay its 
way for nearly four years dur; 
ing which — perlod rs, Laura 
Henderson lost £20,000, It was 
not until Van Damm _ himself 
took over production in 1936:that 
the Windmill began to make a 
profit and become a recognised 
centre of entertainment. . 

Mrs, Laura Henderson dicd at 
the age of 82 in November, 1944, 
but she had lived to see her be- 
loved Windmill become one of 
London’s most successful theatres 
and also to make history os the 
only -one--that--~- remained +_open. 
during the, blitz, Lesley Storm 
wrote a novel “Heart Of A City”, 
extolling the heroism’ of the 
youngsters (thelr average age 
was 17) who worked on when 
bombs were falling, ond then 
slept ‘nights in their dressing 
rooms, as they could not get 
home. In addition she wrote a 
play of the same name, which 
‘was presented by Gilbert Miller 
in New York. Columbia pictures 
also made a film, “Tonight And 
Every Night", starring Rita Hay- 
worth, which was inspired by the 
exploits of London's now fafnous 
“Wo Never Closed” theatre. 

On her death, Mrs. Henderson 
left the Windmill to.Van Damm.

Nursery For Stars 


In addition to gaining a reputa- 
tion as a “nursery” for. potentlal 
stage, sercen and radio starlcts, 
the Windmill is noted for’ the 
beauty and freshness of its girls. 
They start very young (some of 
them are only {5 with a minimum 
woge of £10 per week, which can 
rise according to ability and 
length of service to £30 per week, 

All girls who apply for an oudi-+ 
tion are interviewed by assistant- 
producer Anne Mitel! (who started 
way back in 1032 as secretary to 
Van Damm) and if they have the 
necessary qualifications—person- 
ality, figure, talent and beauty— 
she arranges for them to be seen 
by Van Damm, who makes the 
final declston as to their engaga- 
ment, Many glrls are seen daily, 
but the percentage of successful 
candidates with the necessary 
Windmill qualifications is small, 
Those engaged are taught dancing, 
singing, clocution and deportment, 
in addition they arq groomed by 
the best West End hairdressing 
and beauty establishments, Thoy 
also-receive-the-finest-medical and 
dental treatment, all at the ex- 
pense’ of the theatre. 

Employed 52 weeks in the year 
—generally working for three 
consecutive productions (18 
weeks) they then have a show off, 
three-and-a-half weeks of which 
are holiday, on the remaining two- 
and-a-half weeks they rehearse 
from 10 a.m. until 4 pm. They 
are fully pald both for holiday and 
rehvarsal: There are six shows 
ao doy, but the girls only work 
every other day, as there are two 
complete troupes of girls, :

| RUSSIA ACCUSED OF © 
RENEGING ON 
AUSTRIAN AGREEMENT 


Washington, September 2. 

Tho State Department today accused Russia of ro+ 
naging on an agrooment defining the principles 
for an Austrion peace treaty. 

The Department said in a statement, “Among the 
22 treaty articles discussed at the Austrian 
treaty talks in London, the deputies have reach- 
-ed an agreement on 13; nine still in disagree- 
ment include-some of the most important is- 
sues, including those ones which the Soviet 
demands for economic advantages. 


“Nevertheless the Western de- 
puties have voiecd thelr willing- 
ness to reconvene in New York 
for the purpose of continuing the 
treaty talks after a recess of three 
weeks. The Sovict representn- 
tive, G, Zarubin, had no proposal 
to make on the subject nor would 
he agree to the United States pro- 
posal to teconvene the deputies. 
In the end Zarubin merely agreed 
to refer the United States pro- 
posal to Moscow. 

"The Sovicts pretend to have 
made concessions in London but 
actually these involved no reduc- 
tion whatsoever in their exces- 
sive clafms, They were for the 
most part made at the expense of 
the Yugoslavs in direct conse- 
quence of their relinquishment of 
the Yugoslav claims at the Paris 
Council of Forcign Ministers. 

“Among the remaining articles 
in disagreement is one of German 
assets in, Austria (Article 35). 
Under this article the Soviets are 
secking to reserve to themselves 
those which they had previously 


agreed to relinquish os well as us 


grenter share of Austrin’s olf re- 
Yining capacity and oll exploration 
areas of which they were to have 
received only some 60 per cent 
under the treaty document,”

“This was >the Bum-of-the- 
Month Tour,” snid sports writer 
Jack Miley--and the ferm' was 
picked up everywhere, But Mike 
didn’t mind. He had matched Joc 
with the best possible opponents, 
and if the tour hadn't made 
money It paid off in prestige. 


Conn Went 13 Rounds 


Louis was a ‘lired man when 
Mike decided to pit him against 
Billy Conn at the New York Polo 
Grounds in June, 1941, Joe had 
had six fights in six months—an 
unheard of feat’ for a world 
heavy-welght champion., 


The sports writers belittled the 
Conn fight at first, saying Billy 


didn’t have a chance because he} 


was a mere light-heavyweight, 
scaling 275Ib., - against Louis’ 
19's. But they reckoned with- 
out Billy's speed. Certafily they 
reckoned without the Irish lad’s 
appeal at the gate—for the event 
drew 56,549 persons, who shelled 
out $456,000. And, for their 
money, they saw a great fight, in 
which Louis had to come from 
behind to score a knock-out In

Nationalist blockade of Red 
ports, According — to an 
OMWeial statement, the mea- 


sure is to csafepuard vessels 
bringing vital supplies. 

This might conceivably be 
the intention, but it is mani- 
fest nonsense nevertheless 
The Nationalist navy has ex- 
ecllent sources of information 
about shipping mavements te 
and from Hong Koni. and 
flocs not have to read about 
them in the controlled news- 
papers of Shanghai, 

In actual fact, the blockade 
has been litle more than a 
name, with few warships 
even patrolling the long 
coastline, but the threat has 
so far been effective by itself, 
Companies have keen unwill- 
ing to risk their vessels, and 
crews have little inclination 
to risk their lives. It is 
rather surprising, however. 
that some enterprising con- 
cern has not tried to take 
major advantage of the 
excecdinzly lucrative trade 
possibilities. 

The huge city is badly in 
need of consumer ptoods, rice, 
tte. and tremendous profits 
could. be made by anyone 
who could meet the demard 
finding ways to beat the 
blockade and also ‘the import 
controls imposed by the Com- 
munists. Nationalist war- 
ships will still command the 
sea even when Canton falls, 
and the paralysis of trade 
could continue for a long 
time to come—unless Taiwan 
also fs captured.. A move in 
this direction might, however, 
bring rapid reaction {from 
America, and even possibly 
from Britain, 

Wf the General Gordon 
manages to evacuate Euro- 

eans, we shall learn the 

acts of what is happening in 
the world’s fifth largest city. 
Very little news indeed is 
allowed to filter through the 
censors, but it is obvious that 
business . houses must be 
going through one of the most 
difficult times since the foun- 
dation of the city. Apart 
from the Communists’ imme- 
diate plans to. reduce the 
population, in order to make 
administration, feeding ete. 
easier, it is almost certain 
that a long-range develop- 
ment has already begun. 

Shanghai was built on 
international trade and 
private enterprise, and if the 
Reds have their way about 
nationalisation and public 
ownership, its raison d'etre 
will cease to exist, and it is 
likely to fall to the size of 
Canton.

Can West do business with 
Tito? 1 put this question to a 
dozen - British —busigessmen 
passing through Triesie this 
week to and from the Yugo- 
siav capital, and their reply 
was: “Why, we're already do- 
ing business with Tite!” 

From these busy Britons, be-

Five-Year Pact 


Under the existing trade pact 
{which expires this month) each 
country .wus allowed to exchunge 
£15,000,000 worth of goods,

EBcfore Christmas the peasants 
used to drive tens of thousands 
of turkeys along dusty roods In 
colunins miles long, stretching os 
far af the eye could see, to the 
murkets fee export to Britain. 

To-day, turkeys and geese are 
alfll plump and plentiful in North 
East Croatin, near the Hungary 
frontler, and. could be quickly 
shipped to Britain in refrigerated 
rullway wagons, across Europe. 

Hares snd game are also plenti- 
ful and will be exported to Bri- 
tain as soon os ‘tho new pact gets 
into swing, a Yugoslav foreign 
trade officlal here told me. 

Seven million tins of Yugoslav 
sardines—another popular pre- 
war export. to Britaln—have al- 
ready reached) home markets. 
Another 6,000,000 tins are due 
to be shipped in September. 

The’ Yugoslavs are also ‘keen 
to send us good fruit and cheap, 
good wines. . 

So far, everything In the pact 
sounds rosy——perhaps too tosy? 

That Is why I asked the bus!- 
ness men: “Can we do busincss 
with Tito?” meaning—Is_ It easy 
to deal with the Yugoslav? . 
“Its not easy, but no business 
is easy these days and you need 


Patience,” ‘an engincering  sales- 
man told me, 

“[ went first to Belgrado in 
Jnnuary last year, 1 received my 
first order in June, and {t was 
May this yenr by the time tho 
money had been deposited in a. 
London bank for the goods. 

“But I have since received new 
orders. The Yugoslnvs, were 
satisfied with British-made mu- 
chinery. : 


Mutual Trust . 


“The Yugoslavs are slow, cau=

A Yugoslav official here told 
me recently: “The trouble with 
you British js that you never 
really knew whaot the war was 
Hike.” 

We seemed somewhot surprls- 
ed when I stressed the sacrifices 
Britain suffered fighting the Ger- 
muns on several fronts, as well 
as the battering she took» from 
the Luftwaffe before Russia and 
Yugosluvia cume into the war-in 
1941, ” 

From this, and similar, false 
Impressions about Britaln, one 
can only: presume that the moun- 
tain of British Government in- 
formation officers have not pro- 
duced even ao mouse in the 
Balkans... 

One factor makes the werk of 
our business men easier—the two 
countries’ mutual requirements. 

Britain’s Soeinlist Government 
needs, Yugoslav timber and 
cement for its slow-moving hous- 
ing programme, while a Christ- 
mas present of Yugoslav turkeys 
vould not harm the ‘Socialists’ 
dlection - chances.

1. Climb Japan's 
Sacred Mountain 


By WILLIAM 


I climbed the sacred 13,000 ft. 
mountain — Fujlyama — over a 
week-end und found the experi- 
ence exhilarnting. 

The Japanese have a saying to 
the effect that a man_js a fool if 
he docs not climb Mount Fuji 
once but that only a fool climbs 
it twice, 

I went in a jeep accompanicd 
by an escorting officer — kindly 
provided by the U.S. First Cavalry 
Division and a driver-photo- 
grapher, Corpornt Charles A. 
Wright. The Cavalry Division 
also kindly provided a camera, 
plates, tins of pincapple, biscuits, 
tins of various meats and pnekets 
of sugnr, coffee, ete. 


Fuji Record 


I must have been one of the 
few Englishmen to climb the 
furnous mountain since the war, 
though many doubtless climbed It 
bef. re the war, Australian and 
American troops have climbed 
Fuji during the period of Ovcupa- 
tion and there Is even n record 
for Occupation Forces—it stands 
nt five hours. Average thme is 
from 10 to 12 hours, I made It 
in_nine. 

In the cool of the evening (the 
best time to climb) we parked cur 
jeep at Camp Number One. 

There a stout — octagonally 
shaped stave about 5 ft. 8 in. high 
is issued to cach pilgrim. It 
costs 10 yen (about 3d.) and at 
each rest cagip to the 13,000 ft. 
summit, the ktave is branded at 
10 yen a tlme. There are ten 
comps on the climb and the 
brands prove that one has reached 
the summit. 

It was a little disheartening to 
one’s sense of progress at first to 
discover that there were several 
rest camps of the same number— 
each camp has some four or five 
stages of the same number strung 
out about 30 minutes’ climbing 
time opart. 

Atveach the pilgrim is invited 
to pause and have his stave 
branded, for all the brands are 
different even though ten—one 
for each complete stage—is official 
proof of a successful ascent. 

“But It is good fun to take them 
all as I did; total cost is not more 
than 500 yen (about 10s.) and the 
stave looks fearfully impressive 
at the end of the march If several) 
of its clght sides are branded 


along the entire length.,

We covered the stages. to Camp 
Six (one) in two hours and by 
8 p.m. we reached the top of ‘the 
tree line at about 5,000 ft. 

The next stage from Camp Six 
(one) to Camp Seven (onc) took 
twaq hours—though it tock. us only 
four minutes to sprint down this 
leg next day! 

Darkness did not come until 9 
p . so that for the final hour 

to Camp Seven (one) we tramp- 
ed in darkness—a somewhat dqan- 
gerous task. 

The Japanese themselyes move 
in groups: men, women and 
children; schoolgirls and .boys, 
Buddhist priests in white coatees, 
white jodhpurs’ and — wide: 
brimmed straw hats march with 
the pilgrims. They carry bells 
which 'tinkle through the dusk 
and help to keep pilgrims close

Best Beverage 


I ought to have brought a billy 
and tea to brew my own. for It 
is the best of beverages 6n the 
climb as much past experience 
had taught me. The Japanese 
offer a small handleless cup with 
hot water in it and about four 
ten-leaves—never more than four. 
They call It green tea and charge 
10 yen for it. It is really luke- 
warm dish-water, but strangely 


| invigorating after the dust af the 


lava has filled one’s throat. : 

The final stages of the climb 
from Camp Seven (one) to the 
top are the most diMfcult of all. 
It took from 5 a.m, to 10 a.m. 
The secret of the climb is to 
take ft ensy. I found little dis- 
comfort from altitude as we 
climbed. Indeed, I seemed to 
find a second wind, for ] bounded

Patented Mothod 


Mr. Mitter and a partner 
have patented a method which 
wilt extract the silver at lesa 
than one-third of the European 
quotation. “Apart from ‘en- 
ablting us to repay our debt to 
the United States, It will be a 
new Industry for tndta” Mr. 
Mitter said today. “Perhaps 
we will refine for all the 
Astatic countries.” 

Mr, Mitter estimated that even 
if India used the new plunt. for 
unly 10° years, refining only In- 
dinun coinage, at the end of that 
time the cost plus the initial 
capital outlay will be still only 
one-third the cost of the coins 


“According to my calculation, 
if we get all the silver coins is- 
sued we will be in production for 
about 18% years.” he said. 

Britain has a similar problem 
of extracting silver from old 
coinnge. Mr, Mitter, who his seen 
some of Britain's ordnance fac- 
tories which could be adapted tu 
refining, suggested that Britain 
should consider his method, 

With the fuctories 
sxistener, he estimated 
Sritain, using his process, could 
‘efine her own coinnge at less 
than one-tenth the cast quoted 
.o him, 


Depends On Britain 
Mr. Mitter hopes that hio 
mew refinery will be producing 

In two years’ time. “It all de- 

pends on the delivery by Brl- 

tlah manufacturers, who can 
give no guarantee,” he sald, 

Mr. Mitter will return to In- 
dia_ in October. While here he 
will also sound British industry 
on the possibility of building o 
copper refinery In India. He said 
that a strong case for a refinery 
had been made out to the Indian 
Government in view of the hig 
part copper will play in the new 
industries to be developed in 
India.
